We 
never  send  out  eggs  that  are  not  running  strongly  fertile  here 
at  home  and  if  you  use  good  sitting  hens  we  will  assure  you  of 
a hatch  of  at  least  60%.  This  guarantee  is  also  not  binding 
where  hens  break  a large  percent  of  the  eggs  or  some  are  broken 
and  smeared  over  the  balance  and  they  are  not  washed  off, 
many  chicks  being  thereby  smothered.  We  also  guarantee  safe 
arrival  of  eggs  in  this  country.
